COUNCIL VOWS 
TO TACKLE YOBS

COUNCILLORS in Welshpool 
have vowed to continue their 
fight against anti-social be¬ 
haviour and street drinking. 

Yobbish behaviour has spiralled in 
recent weeks with human excrement 
found at the town’s railway station 
and the discovery of a urine-filled 
fridge in a doorway in Berriew Street. 

A mother also took to social media to reveal 
her baby’s buggy was spat at by a man sat on a 
bench drinking cider with his friends. 

Welshpool Town Council has been calling for 
an alcohol control order to restrict street drink¬ 
ing but has not received the necessary backing 
from Dyfed-Powys Police and 
Powys County Council. 

Town Clerk Robert Robinson 
said: “The problem is it’s just 
five or six people causing the 
hassle, we need to find out how 
we deal with that.” 

Mr Robinson said he is now 
looking to arrange a meeting 
with the Welsh Government in 
a bid to combat the problems. 

Welshpool county councillor 
Phil Pritchard said: “The people 
of Welshpool feel it’s not their own town any¬ 
more. Elderly people should be able to walk the 
streets of Welshpool in total safety, and at the 
moment they are very reticent.” 

Councillor John Powell, Powys County Coun¬ 
cil’s cabinet member for community safety, said 
the authority had received several requests from 
the town council for the alcohol control order 
but said it had to be backed by the police. 

Temporary Inspector Andrew Griffiths con¬ 
firmed the police did not back the application 
for an alcohol control order, insisting last year’s 
alcohol related crime figures were the lowest 
in around 15 years. He said: “A considerable 
amount of multi-agency working has taken place 
to reduce alcohol related issues in Welshpool, 
and we are pleased that evidence demonstrates 
that this has been effective.” He said offending 
mostly occurred on weekends between the hours 
of 11pm to lam, and said the order “would not 
assist with these issues” but added the situation 
would be monitored.

Steve Charmley, president of Oswestry 
Rugby Club said: “I spoke to the family on 
Monday night and they said he is showing 
signs of improvement. 

“As I understand it he will make a full 
recovery and we are hoping for the best 
for him and we wish him a speedy recov¬ 
ery.” 

Chris Kowalik, spokesman for West 
Midlands Ambulance Service, said: “On 
arrival, ambulance staff were told the 
man, believed to be in his 40s, had suf¬ 
fered a head injury after a rugby post had 
fallen on him. 

“An off duty trauma surgeon was in at¬ 
tendance and had already started treat¬ 
ing the patient prior to the crew’s arrival.

Orthopaedic hospital needs 
to improve, say inspectors 


Clever Selina has a world of knowledge

OSWESTRY Orthopaedic Hospi¬ 
tal has been told it needs to im¬ 
prove after an inspection by the 
Care Quality Commission. 

The Robert Jones and Agnes Hunt 
Orthopaedic Hospital NHS Founda¬ 
tion Trust, which runs the hospital, 
was rated as “good “for whether its 
services were caring and rated as “re¬ 
quires improvement” for whether its 
services were safe, responsive, effec¬ 
tive and well-led. 

A team of inspectors and specialists spent 
four days at the trust in October. CQC’s 
chief inspector of hospitals, Professor Sir 
Mike Richards, said: “Whilst we found 
many examples of safe practice within 
medical care, there were inconsistencies 
across the service. For example, the varied 
and incomplete reporting and monitoring 
of near misses and patient safety incidents 
that could cause patient harm. 

“The outpatients’ service was also a con¬ 
cern because it was not offering patients 
timely access to services and there was a 
significant backlog of patients waiting for 
appointments. In addition, staff, particu¬ 
larly consultant medical staff were not fol¬ 
lowing national best practice to reduce the 
risk of infection. We have seen, however, 
that some progress has already been made 
across several areas and we found many 
areas of good practice that staff should be 
proud of. We were particularly impressed 
by the professionalism and efficiency of 
the surgical department which we rated as 
good overall.” 

John Grinnell, acting chief executive at 
the hospital trust, said: “We recognise this 
as a fair and balanced report. It contains 
many compliments for the terrific job our 
dedicated teams are doing but also raises 
some issues that we must improve upon. 
It is important we do not attempt to gloss 
over these, but instead respond with clear 
and positive action plans - and that is ex¬ 
actly what we are doing. I am delighted that 
the CQC recognised the commitment of 
our staff across the hospital in rating us as 
‘good’ for caring. This came as no surprise 
to me, as I see this every day when I talk to 
our staff and patients. Good care is at the 
heart of what we do so it is an important 
message to take out of this report, that this 
is an area where we are most definitely get¬ 
ting it right. Clearly there are areas where 
we can and must improve.” 


STUDENT Selina Schoelles has the world 
in her hand - after achieving the best geog¬ 
raphy exam mark in Britain. 

Not just that, but she managed to achieve 
98 per cent despite the fire alarm going off 
half way through the exam. 

The teenager, from Neen Solars, in South 
Shropshire boasted the highest Interna¬ 
tional GCSE mark throughout the UK. 

Now she has been recognised by the 
Royal Geographical Society for her achieve¬ 
ment with an excellence award. 

Selina, 17, a pupil at Moreton Hall School, 
near Oswestry, said news of her first place 
came out of the blue. 

“I couldn’t believe it. I was in shock,” she 


said. “We sit our exams in the school hall 
and halfway through geography the fire 
alarm went off. We must have been outside 
for about five minutes before we were told 
it was a false alarm and we could go back to 
our desks.” 

She said she couldn’t remember many of 
the questions. The GSCE was one of 12 she 
sat, gaining A* in each one. 

“I know there was a question on the rain¬ 
forests, but not much else,” she added. 

Despite her result Selina did not choose 
geography as one of her A-level subjects, 
choosing history, English and Ancient 
Greek instead. 

“It shows just how good our geography, 


teacher, Mr Nanson, is that even though it 
wasn’t my favourite subject he inspired me 
to do so well,” she said. 

John Nanson, who has been teaching 
for 43 years, said he was very pleased for 
Selina. He said: “It was a pleasure to teach 
her. She has an enquiring mind and was 
always asking questions.” 

Two years ago another of Moreton Hall’s 
pupils, Phoebe Griffiths had the best mark 
in the country for A Level geography. 

Mr Nanson said that the International 
GCSE was a rigorous exam that included 
two exam papers and coursework. He said: 
“It prepares students for university and the 
independent learning they do there.”

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Two in court 
over skate 
park event 

TWO people facing charges arising 
from the death of a teenager have ap¬ 
peared in court. 

Crispin Wrigley, 39, from Cabin 
Lane, Oswestry and Krissy Simonds, 
33, of the same address, face 32 
charges of failing to comply with any 
requirements imposed by an inspector 
in relation to an event held at Acad¬ 
emy Skate Park, at Rednal Industrial 
Estate near Oswestry on October 31, 
2014. The charges were brought by 
Shropshire Fire and Rescue. 

Wrigley also faces a charge of per¬ 
verting the course of justice in that he 
failed to tell police investigating the 
death of Matthew Jones on November 
1, 2014, of the existence of the base¬ 
ment area, where he first collapsed 
and then tidied and cleaned up. The 
charge is brought by West Mercia 
Police. He faces two further charges 
of carrying out an unauthorised li¬ 
censable activity and selling alcohol 
at an unauthorised premises. These 
charges were brought by Shropshire 
Council. Magistrates in Shrewsbury 
on Thursday last week released the 
pair on unconditional bail and they 
will appear at Shrewsbury Crown 
Court on March 22. 

Mr Jones, 20, of Johnstown, near 
Wrexham, died after celebrating a 
party at the skate park. 

He was taken ill at the party and 
taken to the Royal Shrewsbury Hos¬ 
pital, but was later pronounced dead. 

Man injured in 
late night attack 

A MAN suffered serious head injuries 
after an early hours assault. 

The victim - a man is his 30s - left 
Gibsons nightclub in New Street, 
Oswestry, shortly before the assault 
took place, which resulted in him 
being taken to hospital. 

The incident occurred sometime 
between 3am to 4am during the early 
hours of February 21, in Clawdd Du 
alleyway between Willow Street and 
Bailey Street. 

PC Dave Wagg, who is investigating 
the assault, said: “This was an unpro¬ 
voked assault on the victim which has 
resulted in him sustaining serious in¬ 
juries and being left unconscious. 

“Somebody may have seen or heard 
something of this incident as it would 
have been busy in the general area 
with people leaving Gibsons nightclub 
and waiting for taxis at the end of the 
evening.” 


Residents shocked by 
chemical barrels alert

RESIDENTS spoke of their shock 
at discovering four barrels sus¬ 
pected of holding hazardous 
chemicals had been dumped 
in woodland right behind their 
homes. 

A major investigation was launched 
after the drums were found in the 
woodland used by dog walkers be¬ 
hind Glentworth Close in Morda, near 
Oswestry, on Tuesday afternoon. 

Claire Eke and her two children, aged 11 
and nine, had to be evacuated from their 
home, following the discovery at around 
4.30pm until 7pm, once police, firefighters 
and the Environment Agency had left the 
scene. 

Ms Eke said: “We were the only ones to 
be evacuated as it was right outside the 
back of our house. 

“We were scared, we didn’t know what 
was going on. We could see lights then we 
were just told get out now as toxic chem¬ 
icals had been dumped in the woods and 
we could be infected. Thankfully they were 
sealed so it wasn’t as bad as they’d thought 
to begin with but it was still scary.” 

The cul-de-sac was cordoned off while 
firefighters tried to establish what was in 
the sealed containers and whether the area 
was safe. 

A dog also fell ill in the area while inves¬ 
tigations were being carried out and later 
died. 

But fire service chiefs said there is not 
believed to be a link between the animal’s 
death and the containers. 

Aside from Ms Eke, residents were asked 
to stay indoors and keep windows and doors 
closed as a precaution. 

The drums, which were found by a dog 
walker,were secured by firefighters and 
stored safely at the scene overnight. 

Ian Leigh, station manager at Shropshire 
Fire and Rescue Service, confirmed the bar¬ 
rels had not leaked. 

It is not known yet what is in the con¬ 
tainers. 

Mark Blount, Shropshire Council’s parks 
and greenspace team leader, said: “Fol¬ 
lowing Environment Agency ‘handover’, 
Shropshire Council officers will photograph 
the dumped barrels so that we can inform 
our waste contractor Veolia to make the 
necessary arrangements and remove them 
as soon as possible.” 


THE leader of Shropshire Council 
has rejected a call for a 10 per cent 
cut in councillors’ allowances. 

The call had come from new 
Oswestry South Councillor Duncan 
Kerr, who used his first full coun¬ 
cil meeting to question why the 
authority’s basic council allowance 
of £11,500 was higher than other 
councils such as Telford & Wrekin, 
where it starts at £7,800. 

Speaking before the meeting he 
said: “The allowance for Shropshire 
councillors starts at £11,514 per 
annum. This is considerably higher 
than allowances in neighbouring 
counties. For example Hereford¬ 


shire councillors receive less than 
half the Shropshire allowance, just 
£5,400 a year. In Telford & Wrekin 
the figure is £7,870, while in Staf¬ 
fordshire councillors award them¬ 
selves £9,072. 

“Elsewhere in the country allow¬ 
ances are even lower. In another 
unitary county, Rutland, they are 
just £3,799 meaning that Rutland 
councillors are three times more 
cost effective than Shropshire coun¬ 
cillors.” 

However, in response to the call 
Councillor Malcolm Pate, leader of 
the council, said: “You will find that 
when you have been in the council 


for a while that it is a very onerous 
task. 

“You are paid just a portion of 
what an officer would be paid for 
the same job. 

“The days when councillors came 
to meetings, opened their minutes, 
then went home, is long gone. It is a 
full time job now. 

“How will you attract people into 
the council if they are married? 
They kill their pension, they kill 
their promotion prospects and their 
salary. 

“I suggest that when you have 
been here a bit longer you will un¬ 
derstand those issues.”

Assurances given 
on station closure 

THE closure of a town ambulance 
station should not have any impact 
on the level of cover the area receives, 
residents have been told. 

Chirk ambulance station in Station 
Avenue is due to close later this year 
following construction of a new £15 
million building in Wrexham town 
centre, 10 miles away. 

Karl Hughes, ambulance service lo¬ 
cality manager, said the decision was 
made to make the service more effi¬ 
cient and to provide better coverage. 

He said that roadside cover will in¬ 
crease and there will be a deployment 
point near to the Halton roundabout 
- a notorious accident blackspot. He 
added: “Two per cent of life threat¬ 
ening emergencies have come up in 
Chirk so there will be deployment 
points where Chirk can be easily cov¬ 
ered.”

The project is being carried out by Re¬ 
newable Energy Systems Limited. 

Samantha Mayes, spokeswoman for RES, 
said: “The small team of workers will make 
every effort to keep the temporary disrup¬ 
tion to a minimum. 

“We will also continue to write directly 
to identified residents and businesses along 
sections of the A483 which may potentially 
be impacted by the planned upgrade works 
- which will vary in terms of impact and 
duration - to provide advance notice as the 
programme moves forward.”

Bosses at the college, which will now be monitored closely, said they were disappointed 
by the findings but an action plan has already been put into place for it to improve. 

Inspectors criticised the college’s current financial state as well as the arrangements 
that are put in place to assure the safety and welfare of students.

Battle over 
hillfort plan 
to continue 

A PETITION to stop homes being built 
close to Oswestry’s ancient hillfort has 
been revived - after the issue was high¬ 
lighted by comedian Griff Rhys Jones. 

The petition was started three years ago 
when it was first mooted that land in the 
shadow of Old Oswestry should be used for 
housing. 

Now, after the hillfort featured in ITV’s 
Griff’s Great Britain earlier this month, 
the online petition has surfaced again. 

More than 8,600 have now signed the 
Change.org petition. 

It calls on the north planning committee 
of Shropshire Council to withdraw propos¬ 
als to build houses near the Iron Age hill¬ 
fort. The petition says: “We are all mere 
custodians of this precious ancient monu¬ 
ment and future generations will thank us 
for standing back and making a decision 
that fully respects our heritage.” 

Old Oswestry Iron Age hillfort is said to 
be the best preserved Iron Age hillfort in 
Britain. 

The petition added: “Rather than build 
modern houses in its shadow, we should 
look at developing this heritage asset for 
the town and visitors to appreciate for gen¬ 
erations to come.” 

Members of the Hands Off Old Oswestry 
Hillfort campaign group met at the week¬ 
end to discuss the next stage in their battle 
against the homes plan. The homes pro¬ 
posal is included in Shropshire Council’s 
SAMDev development plan. 


its partnership working and adult learning

The inspection report said: “Arrange¬ 
ments to assure the safety and welfare of 
young people and vulnerable adults are in¬ 
effective; procedures to ensure learners are 
safe are incomplete and they are not imple¬ 
mented consistently. 

“Governors, leaders and managers have 
failed to secure sufficiently rapid improve¬ 
ments for learners in the quality of educa¬ 
tion that they receive since the two previous 
inspections; standards vary too much by 
course, programme type and setting. 

“Too few learners aged 16 to 19 who re¬ 
take GCSE maths or English successfully 
achieve an A* to C grade.” 

But the report added: “Partnership 
working is good, particularly with the local 
enterprise partnership (LEP), which helps 
to ensure that the curriculum supports 
local and regional skills needs. 

“Adult learning programmes effectively 
develop learners’ skills and confidence and 
support many to progress into employment. 

“Leaders have a good understanding of 
regional skills needs and work effectively 
with the local enterprise partnership.” 

College principal Jackie Doodson said: 
“Although the results of our recent in¬ 
spection by Ofsted are disappointing, we 
have already put into place an action plan 
to tackle the areas highlighted for im¬ 
provement. The report highlights many 
strengths and acknowledges the improve¬ 
ments made so far, but our focus now is on 
strengthening our teaching and learning, 
which will help us to improve on our above 
national average success rates. 

“The safety and wellbeing of our stu¬ 
dents is paramount and although two ad¬ 
ministrative errors were highlighted in 
safeguarding, no students were ever put at 
risk. We have already taken steps to tackle 
this issue. 

“We are working hard to continue on 
our journey of improvement, which is rec¬ 
ognised by Ofsted, and we will ensure this 
process takes place quickly.”

THE site of the Criggion Radio Station on 
the Shropshire/Powys border is being given 
a new lease of life. 

In its heyday the transmitting station 
sent telephone and telegraph message 
across the world - including those destined 
for Britain’s fleet of submarines. A11 four of 
the buildings are now owned privately. 

One building, Shortwave B, is now the 
home of studio design specialists, Studio 
People, and another, the Long Wave build¬ 
ing, about to be turned into a home, subject 
to planning permission. 

It is the latest chapter in the life of the 
site. Barry Jones, 81, from Oswestry, who 
worked there from 1951 until 1977, says 
there are many misconceptions about Crig¬ 
gion. 


He says it certainly wasn’t a secret sta¬ 
tion, although some of the messages that 
were transmitted there were secret, for 
example those transmitted by the military. 
He said: “It was a transmitting station 
sending signals to places around the world, 
both telephony and telegraph. We even had 
Morse code equipment and ‘Hellscribers’ 
which used punched hole paper and which 
were the forerunner of the computer. We 
also transmitted facsimiles, picture images, 
which took an age to send.” When it was at 
its busiest the station employed about 150 
people. 

Studio People, a leading company in stu¬ 
dio design and construction for music, TV, 
radio and voice, employs 15 people in one of 
the Shortwave buildings.

I have rarely felt so angry as I 
did at the news that police de¬ 
liberately ran over a dog that 
was running loose on the A55 
in North Wales. It seems the 
police were unable to catch the 
foxhound and one officer was 
bitten. So a decision was taken 
to run over the terrified animal on 
the dual carriageway. 

It’s very understandable when 
the police say the animal’s pres¬ 
ence on the road had the poten¬ 
tial to cause a serious accident 
but this was the early hours of 
the morning when surely it would 
have been OK to temporarily 
close the stretch of road. 

The North Wales Police & 
Crime Commissioner is looking 
into the incident and the force 
has referred the case to the In¬ 
dependent Police Complaints 
Commission - but it should nev¬ 
er have happened. 

And claiming the owner has 
backed the decision is simply no 
defence, nor is claiming the deci¬ 
sion was not taken lightly. There 
really is no defence for taking 
a calculated decision to mow 
down and kill a terrified animal 
in this way. It’s little wonder that 
animal protection groups have 
been voicing their fury but I’ll 
be surprised if the Independent 
Police Complaints Commission 
doesn’t come down in support 
of the officers’ decision on safety 
grounds. But that doesn’t mean 
they made the right decision and 
no-one will ever convince me 
otherwise. 

Overhearing a conversation in 
a hospital waiting room proved 
a harrowing experience and 
brought home just how precious 
life really is and how grateful 
we should be to have our own 
health. After emerging in tears 
from a consultant’s room a lady 
was telling her concerned friend 
the news that her cancer was 
terminal and there was nothing 
more the doctors could do for 
her. But she was not concerned 
for herself. 

No, her biggest concern was 
how she could tell her children 
the tragic news and of how they 
would manage once she was 
gone. A selfless and amazing re¬ 
sponse to such tragic news and 
a reminder to us all of the fine 
line we walk in life. 

Road users through the 
Oswestry and Welshpool area 
are in for an interesting summer 
with news that a convoy of three 
massive articulated lorries will 
be travelling through every day 
in July and August. 

The convoys will be carrying 
huge parts for a Mid Wales wind- 
farm and will travel from Ches¬ 
ter on the Oswestry by-pass, 
through Pant and Llanymynech 
and straight through Welshpool 
town centre on the way to Tirg- 
wynt between Cefn Coch and 
Carno.

Lives are devastated by 
horrific road collision 


Former 999 driver Nicola 
Hughes tells of the impact 
a fatal crash has had on 
her. REBECCA KING reports 

AS an ambulance driver, Nico¬ 
la Hughes was called to the 
scene of hundreds of crashes 
and helped rush patients to 
hospital in their hours of need. 

But the 48-year-old from Llanymy¬ 
nech near Oswestry had no idea she 
would be involved in one that would 
leave her out of work, struggling to 
walk, and recovering for years. 

In 2012, Miss Hughes had been taking 
a patient to hospital when she was her¬ 
self involved in a fatal crash. 

“I was working for the West Midlands 
Ambulance Service and we had been to 
an RTC in Whitchurch,” she said. 

“We had been bringing a patient back. 
But the rest that I know is what I have 
been told - I can’t remember anything 
from leaving Whitchurch and getting 
into the cab. 

Hospital 

“The next thing I knew I was waking 
up in Birmingham Hospital. 

“We had come down the A49, and just 
come into Preston Brockhurst. I always 
drive the speed limit, if not lower when 
there is someone in the back because we 
have to try and make it as comfortable 
for the patient as possible. She was fully 
immobilised. 

“But they said this car came from 
nowhere. A young lad was overtaking 
and he was going in the direction of 
Whitchurch.” 

Miss Hughes had been involved in a 
crash that tragically killed 25-year-old 
Kieran Moore-Hughes, of Heath Farm, 
Shrewsbury.

The inquest into his death back in 
2012 heard that his blue Volkswagen 
Golf collided head-on with the ambu¬ 
lance, and had been on the wrong side 
of the road trying to overtake. 

Evidence had suggested Mr Moore- 
Hughes had been speeding, and he had 
died of multiple injuries. 

Miss Hughes said: “I was just com¬ 
ing out of Preston Brockhurst when we 
met him, I remember my colleague was 
standing up. 

“I think there was a huge impact 
when his car hit the ambulance. 

“The patient in the ambulance was 
fine, she was on an immobiliser board, 
so she barely felt a thing. 

“But she was the only person who 
was conscious through the whole thing. 

“The ambulance had buckled. They 
couldn’t get the back doors open to get 
my colleague out who had been knocked 


unconscious. My cab had been com¬ 
pletely crushed. 

“When I braked the impact of his car 
pushed my cab back inwards and my leg 
went through my pelvis. 

“It was completely shattered.” 

Miss Hughes said the accident had 
been horrifying, and she was still re¬ 
covering years later. 

Having to learn to walk again, giv¬ 
ing up her job, and losing contact with 
some friends and family had been some 
of the hardest points in her life. 

She said: “My recovery is going to be 
ongoing forever now. 

“They said it would be about three 
years but I would add another six to 
12 months on to that as it will be four 
years soon. 

“I had to completely learn to walk 
again. 

“It wasn’t a normal hip replacement 


as they had to rebuild the right side of 
my pelvis. I came home for three months 
but then it shattered and I had to have a 
hip replacement. 

“It was really hard for me, I was stuck 
at home 24 hours a day. 

“In the circumstances of the work it is 
something ambulance crews get used to 
but never know about afterwards. 

“I think it is something they could do 
with being talked to about. 

“They go to so many accidents, but 
they can’t know the impact of the in¬ 
cident after. They never see a patient 
afterwards. 

“I went back to work for the service in 
2013, but I had to stop soon after that. 

“I found that I had been used to carry¬ 
ing heavy patients down a staircase but 
I was struggling with light ladies after 
the accident. 

Hardest 

“I have been looking ever since for 
something I can do. Leaving that job was 
the hardest thing I have done in my life. 
I always loved doing it.” 

Earlier this year the A49, which runs 
from Whitchurch to Ludlow, was named 
Shropshire’s deadliest road after figures 
show a third of fatal accidents had hap¬ 
pened on the trunk road over a three- 
year period. 

Last year two people died on the same 
stretch between Hadnall and Preston 
Brockhurst within just two months. 

Miss Hughes said: “I had never been 
to an RTC myself on that road but I do 
know it was known as a bad road. 

“I did drive down that road once I got 
back in the car to see if I got any flash¬ 
backs or anything. I just couldn’t under¬ 
stand how he couldn’t see me - it is so 
tragic that he lost his life. 

“And now my life has completely 
changed. 

“There are so many accidents down 
that road. I don’t know what they will 
do about it to make it any easier, maybe 
they could have double white lines to 
stop people overtaking.”

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IS IT CONTRAVENING DATA PROTECTION LAW IF WE SEND 
MARKETING TEXTS TO CUSTOMERS’ MOBILES? 

Q: I work for a florist. My boss told me I should start making a list of mobile phone numbers given by customers when they place an order so that we can text them with special 
offers at certain times of the year such as Christmas, Valentine’s Day etc. I am not comfortable with this as I’m sure it contravenes Data Protection laws and we would need to get 
the customers’ permission first. Am I right? 

A: You are absolutely right. When collecting personal data from customers, such as their mobile or home phone numbers, physical address or email address, you must be 
completely transparent about how you intend to use the information. 

Under data protection and electronic communications laws, you have a legal obligation to use personal data purely for the purposes for which you received it, i.e. for contact 
purposes for a customer’s order. If you wish to use the information for any other purpose, for example to send marketing texts, you must inform the individual concerned upfront 
and seek their consent. 

If you use personal data for purposes other than the use that you obtained it for then it is a breach of the data protection and electronic marketing laws and you can be prosecuted 
and may have to pay a substantial fine. If your boss wants to send customers information by text about special offers then you need to ask them about this at the initial point 
of contact and obtain their formal consent. Even then you should keep a written record for compliance purposes in the event of a complaint and you should always include an 
‘opt-out’ with every marketing text you send. 

A solicitor will be able to assist you with the drafting of any changes to your order forms and other standard commercial documents to cover these points. 

Before taking on any new employees it would be advisable to seek legal advice about your employee contracts and have a clear policy on sick leave, disability leave and 
discretionary leave. This should include procedures that employees must follow when requesting any leave.

Old photograph 
brought back 
memories of 
town business 

I HAVE been given a cutting from Page 
7 of the February 11 issue of the Chron¬ 
icle containing a photograph of my late 
mother Mrs Anne Jones, Mr Frank Hol- 
gate and Mrs May Hardman. 

My grandfather, Richard Jones, started 
a market stall butcher’s business, Rich¬ 
ard Jones and Sons, around the turn of 
the 19th/20th centuries and progressed 
to building an impressive shop at 29 Leg 
Street, Oswestry. The walls were faced 
with contemporary tiles and his name is 
still to be seen on the tiled entrance door¬ 
way floor. Business flourished during the 
war years and eventually passed to my 
father Josiah and mother Anne. 

The butchery business revived after 
cessation of rationing during the 1950s 
and diversified into the manufacture of 
pork pies in a tiled room at the rear of 
the premises (see photograph). 

Pork pies were very much appreciated 
by the local populace and eventually 
reached the attention of a London del¬ 
icatessen owner, Justin de Blanc, on a 
visit to Oswestry. This gentleman was so 
impressed that he arranged for a weekly 
delivery to be sold in his shop and I can 
remember frequently taking large boxes 
to Oswestry Railway Station and also 
seeing the article in the world wide food 
magazine.

Commissioner Christopher Salmon when 
he visits Welshpool on March 17.” 

Temporary Inspector Andrew Griffiths 
said: “Dyfed-Powys Police has considered 
this issue carefully, but does not support 
the request to implement this order at this 
time.”

RESIDENTS have expressed 
concerns over the amount of 
services communities are being 
asked to pick up as a result of 
budget cuts by Shropshire Coun¬ 
cil. 

Clive Wright, chief executive of 
Shropshire Council, visited Gobowen, 
Selattyn, Weston Rhyn and St Martins 
Local Joint Committee to update vil¬ 
lagers on the council’s proposals and 
answer questions on various aspects of 
the budget. 

The meeting, which was well attended by 
residents from all four communities, near 
Oswestry, heard about the planned cuts 
in the budgets for leisure and tourism as 
well as the reasons behind having to make 
the cuts - a large reduction in the amount 
of money being given to the county by the 
government. 

Weston Rhyn Parish Councillor An¬ 
gela Bright said people who attended the 
meeting were disappointed with what they 
heard. 

“It was really a a very good meeting, but 
it was a bit of a PR for everybody to go and 
do things. A bit like the Big Society, but be¬ 
cause they need us to, not because we want 
to,” she said. 

“I think the council is expecting the com¬ 
munities to do an awful lot for themselves 
in the future. Clive was saying things like 
we should make sure we check on elderly 
neighbours because there could be cuts in 
social care. The libraries are having to be 
cut, and in Gobowen we’ve already taken 
on the running of the library because of 
that.” 

Councillor Bright said while everything 
Mr Wright said was understandable she 
was concerned about the impact it would 
have.

Driver tells 
of his shock 
at hearing 
of shooting 

A DRIVER who worked at Deepcut 
Barracks has told an inquest of his 
shock at hearing a young recruit had 
apparently shot herself, having spo¬ 
ken to a “bubbly” female guard near 
that location just minutes earlier. 

John Rowney, an ex-soldier who 
was a civilian driver in 1995, said he 
had spent up to a minute-and-a-half 
at the gate on the morning of the 
18-year-old’s death on November 27 
that year, and recalled sharing a joke 
with a female soldier. 

Private Cheryl James, whose par¬ 
ents Des and Doreen James live at 
Llanymynech near Oswestry, was dis¬ 
covered with a fatal bullet wound in 
November 1995 . 

The teenager was one of four re¬ 
cruits to die at the Army training 
camp in Surrey over a seven-year pe¬ 
riod. 

Mr Rowney came forward seven 
years after her death to give a state¬ 
ment to police. 

He accepted that he did so after 
seeing a Panorama programme, 
which had aired three days before he 
contacted officers, looking at Cheryl’s 
death and questioning whether it had 
been a suicide. 

Asked why, Mr Rowney said: 
“That’s because I didn’t believe 
Cheryl could have committed suicide, 
if it was Cheryl who dealt with me.” 

He said he had not come forward in 
the days after Cheryl’s death because 
he expected police to come and ask 
people about what had happened. 

An open verdict into Cheryl’s death 
was recorded in December 1995. 

He added: “I thought they (the po¬ 
lice) must have it right. 

“They must have done the inves¬ 
tigation and whatever they say must 
be right otherwise they investigate 
more.” A second inquest is taking 
place after High Court judges quashed 
the 1995 verdict. 

The inquest continues.

The foppish frontman decided he 
wanted to play two outdoor venues in 
two days and persuaded rock promot¬ 
ers to stage simultaneous festivals in 
Warrington and Chelmsford with a re¬ 
volving line-up. 

The idea was a hit and so, in 1996, V was 
born. 

Three years later, it outgrew Warring¬ 
ton and relocated to Weston Park, on the 
Shropshire and Staffordshire border, near 
to Shifnal. 

Few would have imagined it would still 
be going strong 21 years later. 

Britpop has long since run out of steam 
and today’s V is all about pop. 

Now Justin Bieber is the act everyone 
will be buying tickets to see. 

And there is also the small matter of Ri¬ 
hanna, Sia, David Guetta, Rita Ora, Tinie 
Tempah, Jess Glynne, Little Mix, Katy B, 
Halsey, John Newman, All Saints and Le¬ 
thal Bizzle. 

The indie-fest of yore has been well and 
truly usurped by a celebration of all things 
mainstream. 

Back in 1996, V showcased Pulp, Paul 
Weller, Supergrass, Elastica, Sleeper, 
Tricky, Shed Seven and such esoteric, 
critic-friendly bands as Stereolab. The fol¬ 
lowing year, it was the turn of Blur, The

Prodigy, Kula Shaker, Beck, Ash, The Blue- 
tones, Foo Fighters, Placebo, The Chemical 
Brothers and Daft Punk. 

In subsequent years, V welcomed Manic 
Street Preachers, Suede, Stereophonies, 
James Brown, Massive Attack, Orbital, Red 
Hot Chili Peppers, Public Image Limited, 
Faithless, Embrace, Muse, Feeder, The 
Strokes, Oasis and Kings of Leon. 

Today you’d be hard-pressed to find an¬ 
ything remotely edgy about the V line-up. 

It caters to kids rather than indie rock¬ 
ers. 

The only wonder is that they’re not in¬ 
troducing a creche. 

It is perhaps not surprising, however, 
that V has moved so far towards the main¬ 
stream. 

After all, when it was formed, indie was 
the mainstream. But a brief but thrilling 
period in the mid-1990s, Britpop was the 
nation’s music of choice. Oasis, The Verve, 
Blur, Suede, Pulp, Placebo, Supergrass, 
Cast, Sleeper and Elastica - all bands who 
featured at V - were headline news. 

The chart battle between Blur and Oasis, 
dubbed The Battle of Britpop, even made it 
on to prime time news. 

These days, Rihanna and Justin Bieber 
are more likely to feature on our front 
pages - and that’s why they’re at V. 

The festival has always been the most 
nakedly and unashamedly commercial of 
the summer season. 

While Glastonbury is a law unto itself 


and is as likely to book Dolly Parton or a 
band of performing afro-hairstyled dogs 
(OK, we made that bit up) as it is Kanye 
West or Beyonce, V has followed the charts. 

And in our X Factor generation, it makes 
perfect sense that it should now welcome 
such acts as Little Mix, who formed exclu¬ 
sively for the eighth series of the show in 
2011 and became the first and only group 
to win. 

V is CowellFest with the added A-List ap¬ 
peal of superstar songstresses like Austral¬ 
ia’s Sia, bad boy singers like Justin Bieber 
and global DJs like David Guetta. 

It’s all about lovely loos, hot showers, 
pampering parlours and 24/7 mobile charg¬ 
ing rather than watching the space rock of 
Richard Ashcroft while smoking a dubious 
cigarette. V has changed, man. 

Corporate 

The festival itself celebrates the unedgy 
line-up. 

It talks in breathy tones about its corpo¬ 
rate roots - the V of 2016 is the antithesis 
of the event that Jarvis Cocker helped to 
create. 

V spokeswoman Alice Briggs is very on 
message when it comes to the announce¬ 
ment, saying it is being “graced by global 
chart royalty”. 

She added: “Justin Bieber and Rihanna 
dominate the headline slots across the leg¬ 
endary festival weekend.” 

Bieber will be making his only UK fes¬ 
tival appearance at V, giving fans a sneak 
peak of his upcoming Purpose tour. The 


Grammy winner will be the highlight. Alice 
added: “To cement the line-up with true su¬ 
perstar status, Rihanna is set to round off 
the headline bill with another electric per¬ 
formance as she returns to V Festival after 
five years. 

“The Bajan singer will perform at both 
Staffordshire and Chelmsford, bringing 
the hotly anticipated and unmissable Anti 
World Tour to her only UK festival of the 
summer.” 

But whatever happened to alternative 
music? Well, the answer’s simple. It moved 
to Reading and Leeds. 

The Reading and Leeds festivals that 
take place on August 26-28 boast the sort of 
bands that would once have featured at V. 

They will feature Red Hot Chili Peppers, 
The 1975, Courteeners, Twenty One Pilots, 
Eagles of Death Metal, Rat Boy, Foals, Dis¬ 
closure, and Imagine Dragons. 

But, we hear you ask, wasn’t Reading 
once all about rock? 

Yes, it was. But in the merry-go-round 
that is British festivals, rock moved to 
Download, at Donington Park. 

This year’s Download will feature 
Rammstein, Black Sabbath, Iron Maiden, 
Korn, Deftones, Nightwish, Megadeth, 
NoFX and Jane’s Addiction, among others. 

So there we have it. British festivals have 
played a game of musical chairs. Everyone 
has moved one place to the right. V occupies 
the mainstream, Leeds and Reading occupy 
the niche that was once V, and Download 
has taken over from Reading.

Jonas’s pop rock band DNCE. 

Grammy winner Foxes, X Factor star Fleur East and the 
recently reformed British-Canadian girl band All Saints 
will each add a pop flavour to the weekend. 

Continuing the R&B theme Soul II Soul will bring the 
good vibes, while ‘Fes¬

Should there be one law for all? 


One of the quirks of the Unit¬ 
ed Kingdom is that its mem¬ 
ber countries can make and 
pass laws independently of 
the others. This is why the 
drink-drive limit in Scotland 
is lower than the rest of the 
UK, and now we have North¬ 
ern Ireland taking a lead in 
introducing new limits on 
young drivers. 

The Road Traffic (Amendment) 
Bill comes into force in 2018 for all 
drivers aged between 17 and 25 
years old in Northern Ireland. This 
change will see all drivers in this 
bracket subject to a tougher, lower 
drink-drive limit of 50mg of alcohol 
per 100ml of blood, which is the 
same as the mandatory limit for all 
drivers in Scotland. 

Also part of the changes for young 
drivers in Northern Ireland, coming in 
2018, are a minimum six-month learn¬ 
ing period, night-time restriction on 
carrying passengers and a section of 
the driving test to include motorway 
driving. 


Given that one in five road deaths in 
the UK is a driver aged 17 to 25, these 
changes in Northern Ireland are noth¬ 
ing short of simple common sense and 
should be adopted across the whole of 
the UK immediately. 

The UK Government has been work¬ 
ing towards including motorway driv¬ 
ing in the test, but in a classic fudge, 
it has not been made compulsory be¬ 
cause some learners might live a long 
way from such a stretch of road. 

Surely this makes it all the more nec¬ 
essary for these drivers to experience 
a motorway in controlled, observed 
circumstances, rather than letting them 
loose after their test with no compre¬ 
hension of what is involved? 

As for the drink-drive limit, again, this 
is something that must be launched 
across the whole of the UK as soon as 
possible. 

In Scotland, where the limit was 
lowered to the proposed limit with 
this Northern Irish amendment, the 
number of drink-drive prosecutions 
has dropped and road safety has im¬ 
proved. 

Rather than the expected raft of peo¬ 
ple being caught out by being on or 
just above the drink-drive limit in Scot¬ 
land, it has discouraged many from 


drinking at all when driving and that 
can only be a huge positive. 

Yet more common sense to come 
from the Northern Irish approach is set¬ 
ting a minimum time period on learning 
to drive and lessons during the hours 
of dark. While some learners may well 
be ready to take the road after only a 
short period of training, setting a mini¬ 
mum period is absolute sense as it lets 
the lessons sink in and become sec¬ 
ond nature. 

For those drivers who might need 
longer, it also removes the pressure to 
succeed in as short a time as possible. 

As for night driving, this is a whole 
set of new skills that must be learned 
and integrated into your driving, so let¬ 
ting new drivers run free on the road 
when they may never have driven at 
night is lunacy. 

The Northern Irish approach is com¬ 
pletely sound, as is limiting the number 
of passengers a young driver can carry 
at night when they are most likely to 
come under peer pressure. 

If the UK Government does not im¬ 
plement the same measures across 
the whole of the UK as are coming 
into force in Northern Ireland, they are 
missing a huge opportunity to improve 
road safety for all drivers.

THE NEW SAINTS were the first to play on a 3G 
pitch in the Welsh Premier - but by next season 
half the 12-team league will be using synthetic 
surfaces. 

Increasingly wet winters and the demand to 
use pitches every day of the week have now seen 
Bala Town and Aberystwyth Town receive the go- 
ahead to play on an artificial surface. 

Both have secured grant aid to install the hi- 
tech surfaces by the start of the next season, and 
will follow in the footsteps of TNS, Newtown, Air¬ 
bus UK and Llandudno. 

Officials say it now makes more financial sense 
to use their facilities all year round, and even

the near future. 

It raises the prospect of the Welsh Premier one 
day becoming a 3G league, despite warnings in 
some quarters of the dangers of playing regularly 
on non-grass surfaces.

“When you think of the awful weather the 
country has experienced in recent months, the 3G 
facility allows players of all ages and abilities to 


enjoy the game of football throughout the year,” 
he said. 

As well as 3G pitches, the league is committed 
to improving all surfaces, either artificial or grass, 
by 2017. 

Planned improvements to grass pitches will 
come courtesy of funding the league receives from 
Welsh language broadcaster S4C. 

League secretary Gwyn Derfel said: “A signifi¬ 
cant amount of S4C’s financial investment in the 
Welsh Premier will be directed towards improv¬ 
ing the quality of grass pitches over the next two 
seasons, which will complement the FA of Wales’ 
investment in the 3G strategy.”

HOLDERS The New Saints look 
to move a step closer to an un¬ 
precedented back-to-back do¬ 
mestic treble when they tackle 
Newtown in the Welsh Cup at 
Park Hall on Saturday.
